The question of leasing the city water 

works was promptly disposed of by coun- 
cil yesterday afternogh by the unanimous 
adoption of a resolution declining even 
to discuss the matter. 
‘Unless the new counci] should see fit 
to take up the matter the action of the 
retiring council is final and puts a period 
to the hopes of any persons or corpora- 
tions of securing” cohtrp] of the water 
plant Of the city, 

This djsposition of the lease suggestion 
was reached through the adoption of a 


resolution offered by Councilman (now 
alderman) Quillian, This resolution was 
offered immediately after the annual re- 
port of the finance cOmmittee had been 
offered and the minority report of Coun- 
cilman Kontz had been Tread. 

Minority Report Read. 

The committee’s majority report, cOn- 
taining the paragraph suggesting that the 
new council inquire into the advisability 
of leasing the water works, was not read, 
but immediately after it was passed toa 
the hands of Clerk Campbell a request 
was made. by Councilman Kontz that he 
be permitted to file and read a minérity 
report. This permissian was granted by 
unanimous’ consent, whfreupon the mi- 
nority report, which follows, was read: 

“To the “Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta—Gentle- 
men: I beg to file this my dissent and 
disapprova] of that_portion of the an- 
nual report of the finance committee of 
your honorable body, making recom- 
mendation touching the leasing out of 
the water works system of the city of 
Atlanta. 

“The power of sale or of jeasing of said 
property is exclusively in the hands of 
the people, and in my judgment the peo- 
ple of Atlanta are fully capable of (ak- 
ing care Of their own interests, and 


| administered 


should thg people ever desire to part 
with the Ownership or control of this 
her most valuable income bringing as- 
set, the {nitiative sould originate with 
them, and not with the council, and I 
desire to call attention of this honorable 
body to the fact that happily under an 
amendment, of which Judge Ernest C, 
Kontz was the author, and which was 
approved by the governor December 2, 
1901, our charter provides that ‘all con- 
tracts, negotiations, grants, leases or 
other forms of transfer * * * are declared 
void and of no effect, as against said 
city, and any official voting therefor 
shall be deemed guilty of violating his 
duty and subject to impeachment and 
removal from office therefor.’ 

‘‘No one would lease this property ffom 
the city, excepting. for the purpose of 
profit, and in my opinion the water 
works should never be run for profit, but 
should serve the people at actual] cost, 
rand I believe that at this time when 
the people of older and greater cities are 
from their maturer experience taking in- 
to their own hands the reins of im- 
mediate control of’ their public utilities, 
we would be flying into the face of the 
experience of not only the advanced 
thought of the world, but our own record 
as well in taking the action by the 
finance committee suggested. 

“Second, I desire. further to express my 
disapproval of the recommendation con- 


crease of the tax rate from 1% to 1% per 
cent, belfeving as I do that, economically 
and with only reasonable 
assessment, 1% per cent should and will 
furnish ample revenue for: the conduct of 
the city government.
